COUNTY CONVENTIONS. 


EXTRACTS FROM THE GENERAL LAWS OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


The County Convention shall consist of the representatives 
of the towns of the county. ‘They shall meet on the second. 
W ednesday of the June session of the General Court, or other 
day in the same week, shall choose a chairman and clerk, and 
may adjourn as they see cause. 

The County Convention shall appoint two auditors bien- 
nially, one each from the two leading political parties, for the 
two years next following, whose duty it shall be to examine 
the accounts of the County Commissioners and County Treas- 
urer, &c. 

The County Commissioners shall furnish said Auditors all 
the aid and information required by them in the performance 
of their duties, and shall recommend to the County Conven- 
tion the sum necessary to be raised for the county for each of 
the two years ensuing, stating in detail the objects and pur- 
poses for which the money is to be appropriated and applied. 

The County Convention for each county shall, during the 
session of the Legislatuie, raise or grant a county tax for its 
county for two years ; but the tax for each year shall be voted 
separately for that year, and shall be collected for the year in 
which it was voted. 

The sheriff, the jailer, the physician, the clerk of the court, 
the solicitor, the treasurer, the county commissioners, and the 
superintendent of the county farm, of each county, shall make 
up their reports, separately, to May first, annually, and the 
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same shall be printed together in pamphlet form, in said month 
of May, and said reports shall be distributed as now provided 
by law. 

The reports of the several officers named shall contain a 
summarized account of all their transactions which concern 
the county, for the current year ending as aforesaid, and the 
report of the superintendent of the county farm shall contain, 
in addition, a list of the paupers actually supported at the © 
farm, -and the number of weeks each was so supported; and 
also, a statement of the average cost per week for each pauper, 
with an explanation of the basis upon which said calculation 
was made. 


OOMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


To the People of Strafford County:— 

The Commissioners of Strafford County herewith submit 
their report for the year ending April 30th, 1884, together 
with the reports of the Superintendent of the County Farm, 
Treasurer, Chaplain, Physician, Solicitor, Jailer, Sheriff, and 
Clerk of the Court. 

The present Board entered upon their duties Juiy 2d, 1883, 
consequently the affairs of the county have been under their 
direction and management for the past ten months only. 


FINANCES. . 


The financial condition of the county is extremely satisfac- 
tory, as will be seen from the following statement :

There are no bills outstanding against the county to our 
knowledge. 

None of the bonded debt becomes due until December rst, 
1886, at which time five thousand dollars mature, and a further 
sum of twenty five thousand dollars of six per cent. bonds, due 
December ist, 1891, may be called in. 

From present indications of the probable state of the finances 
at that time, we are of the opinion that the entire amount of 
thirty thousand doilars can be retired without any extra appro- 
priation.

COUNTY FARM AND ALMSHOUSE. 


The total County Farm expense has been $16,952.56, the 
receipts from the farm amount to $2,741.84, making the net 
expense $14,210.72. 

The dullness of business generally and particularly in manu- 
facturing communities, has increased our weekly average of 
inmates. 

Mr. & Mrs. Wm. T. Wentworth have continued as Super- 
intendent and Matron at the County Farm during the past 
year, and have managed the affairs of the institution with a 
due regard to economy and discipline among the inmates. 
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The system of steam heating at the almshouse has been the 
source of much discussion, not only at the various County 
Conventions, but throughout the county generilly. It was 
put in by the Somersworth Machine Company at the time the 
building was built. During the winter of 1882 and ’83 it was 
in full operation for the first time. It did not work satisfac- 
torily. The attention of the County Convention, which met 
at the Farm July 30, 1883, was called to the matter; the vari- 
ous defects of the system pointed out, remedies and improve- 
ments suggested, and finally the Commissioners were directed 
to engage anexpert mechanic and engineer to make a thorough 
examination of the entire system and apparatus, and report at 
an adjourned meeting of the Convention to be held at Concord. 
An expert of acknowledged ability and experience was engaged, 
who, after having made a careful inspection, reported that the 
boilers could not be made to heat the building and recom- 
mended that they be taken out and those of some other manu- 
facture substituted. The Convention, after much discussion, 
urged that the apparatus be given one more trial, but in case . 
it could not be made a success, authorize the Commissioners to 
replace it, at a cost not to exceed twenty-five hundred dollars. 
Double windows were placed on the north side of the whoie 
building and west side of the women’s wing, and weather doors 
on the exposed sides of the house. A competent fireman was 
employed from November 1st to April rst, who had entire 
charge of the boilers. As a result of the improvements we 
have only this to say, that the steam heating apparatus is en- 
tirely satisfactory, that it does heat the building, that fifty tons 
of coal less were used this winter than the year before, making 
a saving of three hundred dollars, and that an examination of 
the record of the temperature, taken by the watchman four 
times a day during the months of November, December, Janu- 
ary, February and March, which appears in the report of the 
_ Superintendent, will convince every one that nothing more 
need be said on the subject. 
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The stock on the farm has much improved during the year. 
All the old cattle have been exchanged for younger and better 
ones, or otherwise disposed of. We look for a continued im- 
provement the coming year. 

The Superintendent’s report sets forth in detail the number 
and names of the inmates and the cost of their support, the 
productions of the farm, the amount of stock, and other infor- 
mation of interest to the tax-payers of the county. 

We wish to make mention of the faithful service and great 
interest taken by Rev. I. W. Beard, the chaplain at the 
farm. Under his direction, and through his instrumentality, 
religious services have been held at the farm every Sunday af- 
ternoon. Mr. Beard also has supervision of the day school, 
which has been taught very successfully by Miss Minnie Me- 
serve. ‘The average attendance has been twenty-seven. 

Rev. Father Murphy, and the Sisters of Charity connected 
with the Parochial School at Dover, have also held occasional 
services Sunday forenoon. No compulsion is exercised in 
bringing the inmates under Biblical instruction, and no res- 
traint laid upon them in the enjoyment of long cherished re- 
ligious opinions, We invite your considerate attention to the 
report of the Chaplain. 

In accordance with the vote of the Convention a watchman 
was engaged August 29th, 1883, and has been on duty every 
night siace, as an extra precaution against fire and consequent 
loss of life and property. 

The water supply, both for culinary and fire purposes, con- 
tinues abundant. 

The medical treatment of all departments of the institution 
has been under the supervision of Drs. Smith & Chamberlain, 
who have been unremitting in their attention to the wants and 
needs of the inmates. Their report will set forth more fully 
the sanitary condition and needs of the institution. , 

Comfortable homes have been provided for four children dur- 
ing the year. 
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The young ladies who projected and carried into successful 
execution the New Year’s celebration, to the great pleasure 
and enjoyment of all, both old and young, are held in kind re- 
membranee. 

The insurance on the County Farm property amounts to 
thirty-nine thousand dollars, as follows: on alms-house, $24,- 
221; on contents of alms-house, $4,279; on out-buildings 
and contents, $8,009; on insane asylum, $2,500. 


INSANE ASYLUM. 


The sum of twenty-five hundred. doliars was appropriated by 
the County Convention for the improvement and enlargement 
of the Insane Asylum. Previous to the building of this addi- 
tion, every cell was occupied, and several inmates, who ought 
properly to have been confined here, had to be accommodated 
in the main house, much to the discomfort of the other in- 
mates of the Fouse, and their own inconvenience. <A two- 
story addition, thirty feet square, has been built on the north 
side of the Asylum, with accommodations for eighteen pa- 
tients. The stairs, leading to the second story, which were in 
the centre of the building, have been removed, and new flights: 
with towers have been erected at both ends of the bzildings, 
outside, providing an easy escape in case of fire. This de- 
partment of the farm is in successful operation. ‘The inmates. 
are well cared for, warmed, clothed, and fed, but the facilities 
for bathing and other sanitary conveniences,.are not up to the 
requirements of the times. We trust the Convention will rem- 
edy these defects in the near future, in order that this most un- 
fortunate class of God’s creatures—the insane poor—may re- 
ceive the care and treatment their condition demands, and a 
humane and christian community is willing to accord them. 
There are now thirty-four inmates, with accommodations for 
eighteen more. The labor on the Asylum was performed by 
the day, under the superintendence of the Chairman of the Board.. 
The entire cost of these improvements has been $2,488.28. 
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JAIL. 


Mr. Charles R. Meserve, the keeper of the Jail, has been ef- 
ficient in his duties and attentive to the wants of the prisoners. 
‘We are of the opinion that if the inmates of the Jail, as well 
as the prisoners sent to the County Farm from the Police 
Courts, could be furnished with employment of some nature, 
quite a revenue would result to the County. We have already 
received offers for the employment of our prisoners, but there 
is no suitable place in which to carry on the business mention. 
ed, that of making cane chair seats. 


PAUPERS. AWAY FROM THE FARM. 


The sum of $7,789.13 has been spent for the support of 
paupers away from the farm. ‘The change in the law made at 
the last session of the Legislature, classes, as County paupers, 
all persons seeking aid who have not gained a residence since 
1870. This must, of necessity, increase our pauper account 
materially. We must urge uponthe Overseers of the Poor 
and Selectmen of the various towns a rigid investigation and 
strict examination of all applicants for assistance in this direc- 


tion. 
REINDEXING THE RECORDS. 


The reindexing of the records in the Registry of Deeds of- 
fice, commenced last year, has been continued at an expense 
of three hundred and eighteen dollars. 


We would extend to all citizens of the County an earnest 
invitation to visit the County Farm at any time, and ascertain 
by personal examination and inquiry, whether your affairs are 
being honestly and faithfully administered by the stewards you 
have placed in charge.

CHAPLAIN’S REPORT, 


To THE COMMISSIONERS OF STRAFFORD COUNTY: 


I was chosen Chaplain at the County Farm in September, 
1883. Of the wisdom shown by the Commissioners in appoint- 
ing a Chaplain for the County Farm I have no doubt. The in- 
mates at the farm ought to have some kind of religious service 
at least once a week. What is everybody’s business is nobody’s, 
and unless there is some especial officer whose business and 
whose interest it is to look after this matter, it will not.be 
done, or if done, it will be done in a very desultory and unsat- 
isfactory manner. Experience at the farm in times past illus- 
trates the truth of this assertion. Besides the public religious 
services, there is much good to be done in a pastoral way by 
calling upon the inmates in their rooms, and particularly the 
sick in the Hospital. These privileges are open to the poor 
while they are members of the community. Why should they 
be debarred from them when removed to our County Farm ? 
In addition to these duties the Chaplain might very well add 
that of acting as a Superintending Committee over the day 
school, helping and encouraging teacher and scholirs. I think 
that every right minded person in the community will ac- 
knowledge that it is a good thing to have a County Chaplain. 

Whether it is a wise choice in seiecting the present incumbent, 
it is not for me to say. 

Since my appointment as Chaplain I have visited the Farm 
eighteen times. I have preached and officiated at the public 
services on Sundays seven times ; there have been services at 
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the Farm on every Sunday since September, except five—mak- 
ing in all 29 services. For these services we are indebted to 
the ready and cordial assistance of the various ministers of the 
Gospel in Dover, Rochester, Durham and Great Falls. I will 
say of these services that there is no congregation to whom I 
preach who show amore hearty interest in the cervice, or a 
more grateful appreciation of the efforts to teach and instruct 
them, than do the inmates at the Farm. When there is no 
Sunday service they are bitterly disappointed. | 

There is a Sunday School maintained every Sunday, for 
which I take no credit to myself, which was instituted by Mrs. 
Wentworth, and is carried on by her, and her assistants. I 
have visited this school, and have been very much interested 
init. It is doing great good, and is sustained with much in- 
terest by both Superintendent and _ pupils. 

I have visited the dav school. now and again. ‘The County 
are*to be congratulated in the possession of so earnest, capa- 
ble, and interested a teacher as they possess in Miss Minnie | 
Meserve. She has succeeded in bringing order and discipline 
out of chaos and disorder, in endearing and attracting the 
scholars to herself, in quelling the refractory, and in establish- 
ing and maintaining a good school. ‘The school has given two 
very interesting and creditable exhibitions since Miss Meserve 
has been the teacher. 

New Year’s day was a bright day in the Calendar for the in- 
mates of the Farm. A club of nine young girls, between the 
ages of sixteen and thirteen, had been engaged for months be- 
forehand arranging a Christmas Tree for the Farm. So on 
this day they were present with their gifts of various kinds— 
oranges and delicacies for the sick and the aged, and it was a 
happy time to all concerned. 

In the time that I have been in and out among the people 
at the Farm, I have heard no word of complaint from any of 
the inmates. They seem contented and happy ; they have 
plenty of good food to eat; they have warm, neat, and com- 
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fortable rooms in which to sleep; and those who are disposed 
to behave themselves with propriety, receive kind and gentle 
treatment. All this is very much to the credit of the Superin- 
tendent and his wife, who are certainly very devoted to their 
work. 

I have only one criticism to make, which, as it comes legiti- 
mately within my especial duties, may not be considered :im- 
pertinent in me to make. ‘The burying place for the dead 
is an entirely improper one, and its existence is a reproach to 
the County. It goes by the name of ‘The Sheep Pasture,” 
is situated on a barren clay hillock, surrounded by a rude wire 
fence ; the graves are marked by no green sod, by no stone, 
or board, or name or number, nothing but old sticks or shin- 
gles. I would suggest that a different site be chosen; that the 
graves be removed ; that it be surrounded bya neat fence, and 
that marble slabs be erected over the graves, with a name or 
number upon them. Sucha neat burying ground, which the in- 
mates might visit with pleasure and ornament with flowers—as 
they chose—would do much to make them better contented 
with their lot, and would have a refining influence upon them.

PHYSICIANS REPORT. 


To THE COMMISSIONERS OF STRAFFORD CounTY: 

Gentlemen -—Viewing the year retrospectively from the of- 
ficial standpoint of County Physicians, very little has transpired 
foreign to the usual routine of professional duties, to which it 
seems necessary to direct your attention in this our second an- 
nual report. The very favorable hygienic surroundings of the 
main house, alluded to last year, still contiaue, while the prob- 
abilities of unfavorable effects from atmospheric changes have 
been materially lessened. ‘The preservation of health, or the 
prevention of disease, depends upon the fulfilment of certain’ 
conditions, only a few of which we will enumerate. First, nu- 
trition must be perfect, and we find the inmates well supplied 
with a nourishing and sufficient dietary, as has always been the 
case, at least, ever since we have had any knowledge of this 
Institution and its management. Then an equable tempera- 
ture is essential to the continuance of a healthy state, and this 
has been more nearly attained by some needed changes in the 
heating apparatus, and the addition of double windows to the 
most exposed parts of the building. As regards ventilation, 
drainage, and water supply, we can only repeat last year’s 
statement to the effect that they fulfil every requirement in 
reference to their favorable hygienicinfluences. Indeed, there 
can be no better summary of the foregoing than what appears 
in the last report of the State Board of Health concerning this 
building, viz: ‘‘ The entire sanitary conditions seem to be far 
above the average of such institutions, and in many respects it 
is a model.” ' 
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Respecting the proper care of the more unfortiinate class of 
paupers, the insane, the changes which have been made by the 
erection of a new wing to the Asylum, supplying eighteen ad- 
ditional rooms, have greatly increased the facilities of that part 
of the Institution, now furnishing ample accommodation for 
the occupants of this department. At the same time addi- 
tional ventilation has been provided, also a safer means of exit 
in case of fire, and means instituted for flushing the water- 
closets, all of which can but contribute to the health and com- 
fort of the inmates. 

About the usual proportion of chronic cases have existed 
through the year, requiring our continuous care and attention, 
while the number of acute and serious affections has been com- 
paratively small; no epidemic, excepting a few cases of mea- 
sles, prevailing at any time. 

We have to report seven cases of confinement which have 
occurred during the year, in two of which the children were 
still-born, two other children from lack of sufficient develop- 
ment surviving only a few days. 

There have been only nine deaths since last May, this being 
the smallest number reported any year since 1868. We here- 
with subjoin a tabulated statement of the same.

Seven of the above were adults, six being seriously ill when 
admitted, and two dying within one month of their admission. 
The greatest age attained by any of the deceased was seventy- 
six years, while one was only four days old at the time of death. 
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‘The average age we find to be thirty-seven years. No death 
has occurred during the year among the insane, which, taking 
into consideration their number and condition, seems a little 
remarkable. 

We hardly think it would be just to close our report without 
acknowledging the substantial. aid in the discharge of our du- 
ties, which we have continued to receive from Mr. and Mrs. 
Wentworth, the Superintendent and Matron of this Institution. 
They have always evinced a readiness and willingness to assist 
us in many ways, thereby materially lessening our cares, and 
saving us much valuable time ; all of which we fully appreciate. 
Neither would we forget the numerous favors and oft repeated 
assistance which we have received from you as Commissioners 
since your administration commenced. Many things occur- 
ring in our relations with each other have tended to relieve the 
monotony of routine work, and make tasks light, which other- 
wise would have proven burdensome.
